Forum discusses 'Beloved'

This year for Thanksgiv¬ 
ing students and faculty will 
be off from Wednesday, 
Nov. 25 through Nov. 29 
and a propsed Christmas 
term will not occur. 

This is the first time TJC 
has cancelled classes on the 
day before Thanksgiving. 

“This is the first time we 
do not have classes on 
Wednesday,” TJC President 
Dr. William Crowe said. 
“One reason was a lot of 
students were not coming 
to class on that day. But the 
main reason for the extra 
day was so it would be safer 
for those students and fac¬ 
ulty who had to drive home 
for the holidays.” 

Classes and offices will 
operate on a regular sched¬ 
ule Tuesday. Offices will 
close at noon Wednesday 
and reopen at regular time 
Nov. 30. 

No make up day will re¬ 
place Wednesday 25. 

“That day (Monday) be¬ 
fore finals was built into the 
schedule,” Crowe said. “We 
are required by the state to 


have so many lecture days 
of school.” 

A Christmas-mester will 
not happen- at least not this 
hoiday season college offi¬ 
cials decided they were not 
ready to offer a special-day 
term in December and Janu¬ 
ary 1999. 

History Program Direc¬ 
tor Dr. Bob Peters said 
many factors led to the de¬ 
cision. 

“Not only are teachers 
needed, but janitorial staff, 
access to the Library and 
student services. TJC must 
be able to keep all of these 
facilities open during 
Christmas break, which is 
also costly,” Peters said. 

Peters said College ad¬ 
ministrators had considered 
offering nine classes during 
the holidays for students 
who wanted to get ahead 
fast. Classes included En¬ 
glish 1302, History 1302, 
psychology and other ba¬ 
sics. 

“We are talking about of¬ 
fering mini-mester classes 
next year. Now we know 
how much preparation is

“I don’t care if they fed 
them filet mignon or bought 
them the richest clothes. It 
is wrong. It is a form of 
brutality,” History Instruc¬ 
tor JoAnn Atkins said. 

“Beloved” begins in the 
home of Sethe played by 
Winfrey. A ghost haunts 
the house. 


Sethe killed her baby Be¬ 
loved while she was en¬ 
slaved. It is Beloved who 
haunts Sethe in the movie. 

“Characters are strug¬ 
gling to expose the soft un¬ 
derbelly of life,” English 
Instructor Noamie Byrum 
explained. 

Sethe’s other daughter 
Denver tried to help her 
mother. Other blacks in the 
neighborhood didn’t like the 
woman because they 
thought she was evil. Ev¬ 
erything was falling down 
on her and she didn’t know 
where to turn. 


“Sethe was having flash¬ 
backs of the grandmother, 
who was very powerful, a 
minister like,” English In¬ 
structor Judy Caswell said. 

In the end the town’s 
people pray for Sethe and 
all her problems. The ghost 
disappears, in what some 
see as an act of forgiveness. 

The East Texas chapter

A college student walks 
along the sidewalk and a shiny 
copper coin catches her eye. 
“Just a penny,” she thinks to 
herself and keeps on walk¬ 
ing. A man goes into a gas 
station and buys a soda. When 
the cashier attempts to return 
to him a few pennies, he mut¬ 
ters, “keep the change.” 

It’s a fact that to most 
people, a penny is just a 
penny, nothing more. But ac¬ 
cording to a U.S. Postal Ser¬ 
vice press release, a penny 
means maintaining universal 
mail service, offsetting pro¬ 
jected losses and keeping 
rates steady to the year 2000. 

And a penny is what 


they’ll get coming Jan. 10, 
1999 when the American 
stamp increases from 32 to 
33 cents. 

“I think it’s a smart, mod¬ 
est move. It’s just a penny 
and it will help us recover 
from debt and losses from the 
past,” Freshman Terrance 
Gassaway said. “If it’ll help 
my country, I’ll pay it.” 

The penny adjustment will 
be less than one-third the rate 
of inflation, the lowest in¬ 
crease ever sought for First- 
Class Mail, and will come 
after nearly 3 1/2 years of 
steady stamp prices, the sec¬ 
ond longest period of rate sta¬ 
bility in the 26-year history 
of the Postal Service.

Attending college not 
only drains one’s brain but 
the pocketbook too. Luck¬ 
ily, student loans can ease 
that pain. 

According to Nellie Mae, 
a national lender in student 
loan financing and services, 
many major lenders provide 
students with more informa¬ 
tion to help them understand 
borrowing and credit issues. 

Websites, such as Nellie 
Mae’s at www. nelliemae 
.com offer students and par¬ 
ents expert advice to con¬ 
sider before taking out a loan, 
and debt counseling during 
and after college. 


Students and parents 
can learn as how much 
money one can afford to 
borrow, how to manage the 
debt and the best repay¬ 
ment options are at Nellie 
Mae’s website. 

Borrowers can also use 
Loan Link calculators and 
worksheets to compare fi¬ 
nancial aid packages, esti¬ 
mate monthly payments, 
decide how much to bor¬ 
row, budget and track 
spending and check loan 
application status. 

The College Board, ac¬ 
cording to Nellie Mae, 
shows that student loans 
comprise 60 percent of all 
student aid. Students 


should be cautious in de¬ 
ciding how much and who 
to borrow from. 

The average student 
loan debt, according to 
Nellie Mae, is $18,800. 
Taking out a student loan 
should be given the same 
consideration as buying a 
car or first home, Diane 
Saunders, vice president of 
public affairs for Nellie 
Mae, said. The average 
monthly student loan pay¬ 
ment is $161 for under¬ 
graduates and $271 for 
graduate students based on 
an expected starting salary 
of $27,000. 

Saunders suggests that 
borrowers should learn all 


they can about borrowing 
and then look at their op¬ 
tions, including any lender 
repayment programs. 

Other financial aid ser¬ 
vices can be accessed 
through www.finaid.org. 
Answers to questions deal¬ 
ing with lenders, scholar¬ 
ships, special interest 
groups and loan counseling 
are available there. 

For a free web search 
contact www.fastweb.com 
and fill out the six-step form 
which pulls up scholarships 
to meet students’ needs. It 
also creates a mailbox for 
each individual to receive 
further information about 
other scholarships.

8 after a surprise diagnosis 
of cancer. Her father died 
following a long term ill¬ 
ness June 9.

Atkins last year learned 
that college faculty and staff 
are all so loving and caring 
as they helped her through 
her grief .

Changes for 
Russia continue 


Political Science 
Professor Dr. Milan J. 
Reban said Russian 
politics is continually 
changing. 

“Change has been 
in Russia and will go 
on for 50 to 100 years,” 
Reban, who teaches at 
the University of North 
Texas, said. 

Since the Soviet 
Union collapsed in 
1990the transition has 
been building a demo¬ 
cratic system, creating 
a market economy and 
forging a new identity. 

Some major chal¬ 
lenges, he said, are an 
unstable constitution¬ 
alism, the embryonic 
rule of law and vast 
social problems. 

All of Russia’s 
power is in the hands 
of President Boris 
Yeltsin, Reban said. 

Russians fall into 
two major ciassificar 
tions: the winners and 
the losers. 

Some of the losers 
are the elderly, who 
have been found dead 
in wooded areas. 
Since no workable le¬ 
gal system is in place, 
their belongings are 
sold or rented and no 
investigations are 
made. 

Winners are the 
rich, who are able to 
buy houses and send 
their wealth to other 
countries, which 
doesn’t help Russia’s 
economic woes, 
Reban said. 

“The challenges 
and social problems 
are very daunting. 
Russia has lots of re¬ 
sources and the edu¬ 
cation level is very 
high. The younger 
generation will have to 
be counted on for the 
future,” Reban said. 
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John Hays, for¬ 
eign language pro¬ 
gram director, ex¬ 
plained how to learn 
Spanish living 
among native speak¬ 
ers at an open house 
yesterday. 

Hays and five stu¬ 
dents who partici¬

Registration 
deadline forthe sum¬ 
mer trip is April 15, 
1999. The trip will 
cost about $1,900. 

Students will 
spend four hours a 
day for four weeks in 
language classes 
Students are paired 
with families that 
suits their needs. 
Students must take 
an oral and written 
exam to earn four 
hours credit. 

Spanish speaking 
and communicating 
in that environment 
is the only way to 
really learn the lan¬ 
guage, Hays said.
